He was especially busy In fo- 
menting the disorders In New York a 
dozen or more years ago In which Elm- 
ma Ooldnmnn first made herself con- 
spicuous as an anarchist In this coun- 
try, and it was after that activity that 
the police dragged him from hiding 
under a bed which was not his own. 
He was a pestilent force among those 
who preached disorder, for he was con- 
stantly pouring out picturesque rho- 
torlc, Inciting and urging other men to 
aHHaults on society or on individual 
loaders of nodal order. 
Had ho bten 


himself the kind of truculent assailant 
and assassin (hat ho Incited others to 
bo he would havo boon a less danger- 
ous man to Boclety, for he would have 
boon banged for It. It goos a Jong way 
toward condemnation of any cause In 
the court of common BCIIHO to know that 
It attracts mich champions as Most to 
UH support.

CARIBOU, DEER AND MO08E. 


Condition* Under Which the Three 


Get Along In the For en t. 


"There ain't a single caribou left in 


the whole State of Maine," says C. 8. 
Adams, game warden, who came up 
Jiore to post up copies of the act pro- 
hibiting Sunday fishing. "I have been 
In the woods all winter and have seen 
a great many deer signs, and a few 
moose tracks, but no caribou, because 
there wasn't none there. 


"I 
guess 
they've got the Canada 


fever, !lke the farmers have In Dakota, 
and tha herds I used to see round here 
are now In Now Brunswick or Quebec. 
They are heading farther north, for 
caribou won't stand civilization like 
deer, and they won't live in pairs here 
and there Jlka moose. 


"It's the deer that are driving them 


away. There are more deer in Maine 
to-day than there used to be In the 
time of the Indians. 
Then the wild 


animals were Just In the right propor- 
tion and didn't butt in on each other's 
right*. 


"The natural food of the caribou Is 


moss. Moose live on the large branches 
of trees principally, and deer 
chew 


small twigs and branches, grass, and 
such like. 


"Now deer have grown so» plentiful 


that they don't find enough of their 
own kind of food, so they eat the inoss 
on the trunks of trees on which caribou 
used to feed. Consequently the caribou 
got hungry and disgusted and quit. 


"That's why moose and caribou and 


moose and door get on all right In the 
same territory, but caribou and deer 
don't get along any better 
together 


than cattle and sheep out West, and 
for tbe same reason. 


"There are other reasons why cari- 


bou have Jeft this State, where they 
used to be so plentiful. Caribou are shy 
animals to begin with. 
They won't 


hang around where there's lumbering 
going on, and there's hardly a corner 
of the State where the woods are not 
full of lumbermen. 


"Then they have a fool trick of 


going together in herds and standing 
still to be shot If the leader of the herd 
is killed. You can plug them, one af- 
ter the other, If yon get the leader 
down first, and pot hunters and head 
hunters havo often cleaned out good 
herds In this way. 


"Buffaloes used to do the same thing, 


and see where It landed them! It pays 
to be Independent, even If you're an 
animal. 


"The caribou has all kinds of pretty 


names as a gome animal, and he de- 
serves them all. 
He Is ten times more 


graceful and handsome than a deer, 
and It 'Is beauty and tbe beast when 
yon come to mention him and the 
moose. It's a shame to lose him, but 
as long as he refuses to learn new 
tricks like the dear, he's got to suffer. 


"You can't exterminate the deer If 


you try. See how they killed them off 
in New Hampshire, and now after a 
few years' rest they are getting as 
plentiful there as here. 
I never saw 


so many door signs in the woods as I 
hove this winter, and all I have seen 
are In splendid condition. 


"There never was such a winter for 


game of all kinds. Partridges are so 
fat and lazy they'll hardly get out of 
my way. The. snowfall has been TO 
light and tho weather so pleasant that 
all tho wild animals and birds havo got 
their grub about as easy as they could 
In tho summer. 
Next fall will be a 


regular picnic* for tho. Maine, .s.norts, 
the bost hunting season In tho history 
of the State."—Washington Post.

These were fairly 
effeo- 


tive but tbe subsequent handling was 
ratber rough and tbe fruit 
traveled 


too far in many intancea before reach- 
ing tbe bin. 
Gravity runs and drops 


resulting from high elevator*, should 
be out out entirely 
when possible. 


Tbe long atom and tb« gravity run 
are tbe twin orange destroyers, co- 
operating to knock tbe grower out of 
every dime possible. 


We would say that the old and 


simple methods are "ot as economical 
probably, 
but 
may result 
in lestf 


damage to tbe fruit than some of tbe 
up to date machine methods. 
The 


old bog back short roller sizer, under 
a far«ful foreman and good crew, may 
produce as good results as tbe moat 
up to date grader with a careless fore 
man and crew. 
We are not prepared 


to absolutely condemn the machinery 
In use in most houses, but fairly good 
results are being obtained from most 
of them, but we are prepared to re- 
commend that an effort bo made to 
return to ulraplor methods, believing 
they will result in economy and eli- 
minate injury. 


One appliance that 
particularly 


pleased us was the liugftles Grading 
Table. 
To "appreciate tho 
value of 


this device, one must see It, 
but it 


?EotriH to us that there is no table in 
use that compare* wit.h it for simpli- 
city and elficency, as It eliminated 
the series of elevators that

beliove tha twitb tbe use of a blower 
uorno simple arrangement for exposing 
tbo f r u i t so tout it would be reached 
w i t h a blast of air would obviate tbe 
necessity of spreading tho 
fruit; on 


racks in tbe open air or sun. 


As to siznrs, there Is no question 


tha the Strait machine bandies tbo 
fruit with greater care than any otber 
so 
fur produced, 
but the general 


opinion seems to be that tbo sizing is 
not so accurate as in some of tbe 
other machines, 
and 
Mr. Powell's 


opinion—It- lbat--no* -serious-io jftry- 
would necessarily be done by any of 
tbe'slzers now In use, if tbe fruit was 
picked with proper care and care was 
used in tbe packing bouse. 


In view of what we have observed, 


wo are convinced that a groat amount 
of Diouey could be saved to tbe orange 
growers of Southern California by an 
Intelligent overhauling of their puck- 
ing houses. 
Wo realize that

impossible for each 
association to 


make u thorough study of all the ap- 
nllanoos in use throughout the coun- 
try and we believe It would be a great

What will

"There ain't a single caribou left In 


the whole State of Maine," says C. 8. 
Adams, game warden, who came up 
here to post up copies of the act pro- j 
bibitlng Sunday fishing. "I have been 
in the woods all winter and have seen 
a great many deer signs, and a few 
moose tracks, hut no caribou, because 
there wasn't none there. 


"I 
guess 
they've got the Canada 


fever, !ike the farmers have in Dakota, 
and the herds I used to see round here 
are now in New Brunswick or Quebec. 
They are heading farther north, for 
caribou won't stand civilization like 
deer, and they won't live In pairs here 
and there like moose. 


"It's the deer that are driving them 


away. There are more deer In Maine 
to-day than there used to be In the 
time of the Indians. 
Then the wild 


animals were just in the right propor- 
tion and didn't butTt In on each other's 
right*. 


"Tha natural food of the caribou is 


moss. Moose live on the large branches 
of trees principally, and deer 
chew 


small twigs and branches, grass, and 
such like. 


"Now deer have grown so plentiful 


that they don't find enough of their 
own kind of food, so they eat the moss 
on the trunks of trees on which caribou 
used to feed. Conserjuently the caribou 
got hungry and disgusted and quit
